ON THE 

PROPHECIES of DANIEL. 


r T'HE 24th chapter of St. Matthew’s gofpel, 
from verfe 3, to verfe 15, inclufive, appears 
to be fo clofely connected with the fubjedt which 
we have propofed to confider, that we have in- 
ferted them in the beginning, as the beft poflible 
introduftion to a work of this nature; and before 
we proceed to the confutation of the prophecies 
of Daniel, we fhall make fome comments on them. 


St. MATTHEW, CHAP. 24. 

Verfe 3. ft And as he fat upon the Mount of 
Olives, the difciples came unto him privately, fay¬ 
ing, tell us, when fhall thefe things be ? And what 
fhall be the fign of thy coming, and of the end of 
the world? 

B Verfe 
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Verfc 4. ** And Jefus anfwered and laid unto 
them, take heed that no man deceive you. 

Verfc 5. “ For many (hall come in my name, 
faying, I am Chrift: and (halt deceive many. 

Verfc 6 . “ And ye fhall hear of wars, and 

rumours of wars: fee that ye be not troubled: for 
all thefe things muft come to pafs, but the end is 
not yet. 

Verfc 7. “ For nation fhall rife againft nation, 

and kingdom againft kingdom: and there fhall be 
famines, and peftilences, and earthquakes in di¬ 
vers places. 

Verfc 8. “ AH thefe are the beginning of 

forrows. 

Verfc 9. “ Then fhall they deliver you up to 

be affli&ed, and fhall kill you: and ye fhall be 
hated of all nations for my name’s fake. 

Verfc 10. “ And then fhall many be offended, 

and fhall betray one another, and lhall hate one, 
another.

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Verfe it. " And many falfe prophets /Hall 
rife, and lhall deceive many. - - n ■ ' 

Yerfe 12. "And becaufe iniquity fhall abouhd, 
the love of many fhall wax cold. 

Verfe 13. " But he that fhall endure unto the 
end, the lame fhall be faved. 

Verfe 14. "And this Gofpel of the Kingdom 
fhall be preached in all the world, for a witnefs unto, 
all nations, and then fhall the end come. 

Verfe 15. "When ye therefore fhall fee the abo¬ 
mination of defolation, fpoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, ftand in the holy place, (whofo readeth, 
let him underftand.”) 

This declaration of our Saviour is evidently an 
illuftration of Daniel, Chap. 7. v. 25 *. And the 
15th verfe of St, Matthew is fufficient evidence to 
eftablifh, beyond all queftion, the divine authority 
of this prophet. 

* And he (hall fpeak great words again# the Most High, 
and (hall wear out the Saints of the Most High, and think 
to change times and laws • 

B 2 THE 
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The prophecy which is contained in the firft two 
verfes of this chapter, is admitted by all writers 
to have been fulfilled in the capture and dcftru&ion 
of Jerulalem by Titus Vefpafian. In the fourth 
verfeweread thefe words, “Take heed that no 
man deceive you.” This caution cannot be con- 
fidered folely as confined to the apoftles, but muft 
be underftood as an admonition to the Chriftian 
world j fo muft alfo the whole of this chapter, be- 
caufe it contains events which are to happen until 
the kingdom of Chrift fhall be eftablilhed. 

Verfe 5, 6, 7, 8—Foretell that heretical doftrines 
will very early be introduced into the Church, and. 
that other calamities will follow. 

Verfe 9,10—If confideredas applying perfonally 
to the Apoftles, infer, that after their death, impiety 
and troubles would increafe. But the killing of 
the Apoftles may more properly be applied to their 
writings j as the latter part of the 9th verle leems 
to indicate. 

Verfe 11.—May be confidered to refer to the Ma¬ 
hometan religion, by Mahomed, ftyling himfelf the 
Prophet and Apoftle of God. So did alio the pro¬ 
mulgators of the different lefts of that religion.

It is unneceflary to trouble the Reader with 
comments on the events defcribea in this book, 
which are already fulfilled For inftance, the 
rife and fall of the Perfian and Greek Empires; 
and the progrefiive advancement of the Roman 
Empire, as defcribed by the figurative expreffions, 
“ Lion, Bear and Leopard,” to the period of the 
Kingdom of Iron. The Mrz of the Roman 
Empire under Auguftus is evidently pointed out 
here, and that more efpecially, becaufe we find the 
* c Leopard” is denominated the fourth head. But 
before we felett for confideration thofe Prophecies 
to which the Declaration of our Saviour, or the 
Revelation allude, it may be proper to obferve 
that in Chap.* II. Yer. 41. the divifion of the 
Roman Empire is foretold, and in Chap, f 7. Ver.

* “And whereas thou faweft the feet and toes, part of pot¬ 
ter’s clay, and part of iron : the Kingdom fhall be divided, but 
there fhall be in it of the ftrength of the iron, for as much 
as thou faweft the iron mixed with miry day.”—Dau. Chap* 
II. Ver. 41. 

+ “And the ten horns out of this Kingdom are ten Kings 
that ihall arife: and another fhall arife after them, and he ' 
fhall be diverfe from the firft, and he fhall fubdue three Kings.” 
Dan. Chap. VII. V. 24 . 

; “ And 
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24. 25. 26.—the other occurrences which were to 
happen to the Empire, together with the lofs of 
three of its Kings are deferibed. This chapter 
alfo alludes to another Empire which was to arife 
and which correfponds with Chap. II. Ver. 41. 42. 
—or the Toes of Nebuchadnezzar’s Image. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Verfe 13. “ Then I heard one Saint fpeaking, 
and another Saint faid unto that certain Saint which 
fpake, how long fliall be the vifion concerning the 
Daily Sacrifice, and the tranfgreffion of Defolation, 
to give both the Sanctuary and the Hoft to be trod¬ 
den under foot? 

Verfe 14. “And he laid unto me, unto two thou- 
fand and three hundred days j then fliall the Sanc¬ 
tuary be cleanfed.” 

“And he fliall fpeak great words againlt the mod High, 
and fliall wear oat the Saints of the moft High, and think to 
change times and laws: and they fliall be given into his hand, 
until a time, and times, and the dividing of time.” Dan- 
Chap. VII. V. 25. 

“ Bat the Judgment fliall lit, and they fliall take away his 
Dominion, to confume and deltroy it unto the end.” Dan. 
Chap. VII. V. 26. 

CHAP.

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CHAP. XI. 

This chapter has foretold the overthrow ofPerfia 
by the Greeks, and the invafion of the Romans; 
fuch as the capture of Babylon, and the reduction of 
other Provinces, which it may be laid, was com¬ 
pletely effected in the reign of Augultus. Here we 
read alfo, the prediction of the different wars which 
have been carried on between the Perlian and Ro¬ 
man Powers down to the time of Jultinian. For, 
as Daniel in Chap. II. and VII. has prophecied ref- 
peCting one Empire, [Rome] to a Ipedfic period; 
it is fair to conclude, that he was empowered to de¬ 
liver predictions with regard to the other Empire, 
[Perfia] and that this has been the cafe, feveral 
Verfes in this chapter, we prefume, are linking 
proofs. 

Verfe 37. “ Neithei lhall he regard the God of 
his fathers, nor the defire of women, nor regard 
any God: for he lhall magnify himfelf above all.” 

This verfe may be laid to apply to the Apoftacy 
and Herefy of Jultinian, and to his fantaflic 
^opinion* concerning the Body of Chrift. 

Verfe 

* Juftinian was neither fteady nor confident in the nice 
procefs of fixing his volatile opinions on thofe of his fubjefls. 

In 
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Verfe 40, “And at the time of the end fhall the 
King of the South pufh at him, and the King of 
$he North fhall come againft him like a whirlwind 
with chariots, and with horfemen, and with many 
fhips, and he fhall enter into the countries, and 
fhall overflow and pafs over.” 

This ftrongly alludes to the war, which was be~ 
gun by Chofroes, [Nufhirvan] and to the defence 
of the Eaft by Belifarius*. 

Verfe 41. “ He fhall enter alfo into the glorious 
land, and many countries fhall be overthrown: but 
thefe fhall efcape out of his hand, even Edom, and 
Moab, and the Chief of the Children of Ammon.. 

Verfe 42. “ He fhall ftretch forth his hand alfo 
upon the Countries, and the land of Egypt fhall not 
efcape.” 

In his youth he was offended by the flighteft deviation from 
the orthodox line; in his old age he tranfgreffed the meafure 
of temperate herefy, and the Jacobites, not lefs than the 
Catholics, were Vandalized by his declaration, that the body 
of Chrilt was incorruptible, and that his manhood was never 
fubjeft to any wants and infirmities, the inheritance of our 
mortal flelh. This fantaflic opinion was announced in the 
laft edifts of Juftinian. Gib. vol. 8, p. 328—9.

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Here we find the boundary of the Roman con- 
quefts in Afia laid down, and alfo an allufion to the 
Treaty of Peace which was concluded with Chofroes 
for a term of fifty* years. 

Ver. 43. “ But he fhall have power over the 
treafures of gold, and of filver, and over all the pre¬ 
cious things of Egypt. And the Libyans, and the 
Ethiopians fhall be at his fteps.” 

In this verle we read of the alliance of the Abyf- 
finians with Juftinianf, who folicited the friendlhip 
of the Ethiopian Ufurper Abraha, who honoured 
with a flight tribute, the fupremacy of his Prince. 

Ver. 45. “ And he fhall plant the tabernacles of 
his palace between the feas, in the glorious holy 
mountain.” 

This alludes to the completion by Juftinian, of 
the fortifications § which had been begun by his 
predeceflor Anaftafius, and to the circumftance of 
the addition of new fortifications by his indefatiga¬ 
ble prudence; fo that the whole extended from the 
Euxine tel the Perfian Frontier.

CHAP: XII. 

The preceding chapter we confider as very clofelyr 
connected with this. For inftance, in Chap. xi. ver. 
45, “ Yet fhall come to his end, and none fhall 
help him .”—The pronoun He, we confider in gene¬ 
ral to allude to an empire: for whenever be relates 
to an Emperor* it is folely for the purpofe of mark¬ 
ing the sera. Therefore the dates in this chapter 
are to be confidercd as the different periods, at 
which the prophecy in the above verfe will be ful¬ 
filled. And as this divine prophet of Our Saviour 
could not interpret *the vifion f he had feen, we 
have very good reafon to conclude, that no other 
prophet in the Old Teftament was endued with the 
knowledge thereof. - 

Verfe 6. ct And one faid to the man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of the river, How 
long fhall it be to the end of thele wonders ? 

Verfe 7. “And I heard the man clothed in linen, 
which was upon the waters of the river, when he

held 
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held up his right hand, and his left hand unto Hea¬ 
ven, and fware by him that liveth for ever, that it 
lhall be for a time, times, and an half; and when 
he lhall have accomplifhed to fcatter the power of 
the holy people, all thefe things lhall be finilhed.” 

Verfe 9."And he faid. Go thy way, Daniel: for 
the words are clofed up and lealed till the time of 
the end.” 

Verfe 11. "And from the time that the daily 
facrifice lhall be taken away, and the abomination 
that maketh defolate fet up, there lhall be a thou - 
land, two hundred and ninety days. 

Verfe ia. "Blefied is he, that waiteth,and cometh 
to the thoufand, three hundred and five and thirty 
days.” 

Our comments on the above verfes will be found 
in the following pages, as alfo our obfervations re- 
fpedting the daily facrifice.

APOCALYPSE of St. JOHN. 


A S our reflections on the book of Daniel doled 
with an opinion, that his prophecies of the 
events which were to befall the Roman empire, 
reached down to the reign of Juftinian.—For in- 
ftance: 

I. EafternRome, or j—The Afiatic Dominions: 

II. Weftern Rome, or j—The riling of the 
Beall out of the Earth: 

We lhall now conlider the Revelation as a conti¬ 
nuation of the prophecies of Daniel, becaufe it 
relates to the toes of Nebuchadnezzar’s image, on 
which Daniel is filent. 


And 
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And as we conceive the 3d and 12th verfes in 
chap. xvi. Rev. immediately apply to the firft fub- 
jeft we lhall treat of, and have a reference to the 
dates, 1260, and 133 5, given us by Daniel, we fhall 
begin with commenting on thefe verfes, and then 
proceed with our obfervations on the different chap¬ 
ters: For which purpofe we fhall take our date 
from A. D. 535, and fhall endeavour to trace 
down, in regular fucceflion, the remarkable events 
which happened in Afia, to the capture of Con- 
ftantinople by the Turks, A. D. 1453: and fhall 
conclude with conje&ures on the period when the 
predictions are to be fulfilled. 


CHAP. XVI. 

We confider the firft three vials to refer to the 
pouring out the judgments on three different parts 
of the Roman empire : 

And the three laft to allude to the rifing of thebeaft 
out of the bottomlefs pit, in three ftates, to which 
the firft three vials apply but we fuppofe there will 
be a lapfe of three years and an half, before the firft 
three refpeftively (hall finifti. And we are confirm¬ 
ed in this conjecture by chap. XI. v. 7 and 8, re-. 

ipe&ing 
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M- 

fpedtingthe killing of thewitnefles. “The beaft that 
afcendeth out of the bottomlefs pit fhall kill them, 
and their dead bodies fhall lie in the ftreet thTee and 
a half years”. Under this idea we have mentioned 
ver. 3 and 12, as applying to Roman Afia. 

Verfe 3. ** And the fecond angel poured out his 
vial upon the fea and it became as the blood of a 
dead man: and every living foul died in the fea.” 

Daniel, Chap. ii. Verfe 45. “ Between the 

leas on the glorious holy mountain.” This we 
underhand to defcribe a particular fpot or cityj 
we therefore infer “ fea” to apply to the extent of 
the country between thofe feas, and particularly 
to the Roman dominions in Alia. 

The fecond part of this verfe, may, perhaps, 
allude to the general deftruftion of Mahome¬ 
tans and Chriftians, and to the fubverfion of the 
Chriftian religion, by the eftablilhment of Ma- 
hometifm, (the work of a mortal.) 

Verfe ia. “ And the fixth angel poured his 
vial upon the great river Euphrates j and the water 
thereof was dried up, that the way of the Kings 
of the Eaft might be prepared.” This verfe can 
apply to no other than Roman Afia, becaufe the 

Kings 

‘■t 
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Kings of the Eaft muft pafs that river to fulfil the 
■prophecy. Therefore if our hypothefis be true, the 
Beaft will arife out of the bottomlefs pit, between 
A. D. *867 and 1871. 


CHAP. II & III, 

ARE on the feven churches in Afia, which we 
conceive are intended to reprefent the ftate of 
Chriftianity with the different fchifms, heretical 
opinions, and introduftion of images, which at that 
early period had crept into it j and at the fame time 
to admonifh the followers of Chrift to return to 
their duty, with a promife that thofe who did 
repent fhould have mercy fhewn them, and with 
an intimation that thofe who did not, fhould fuller 
the wrath of God. 

As the prophecies begin with the provinces of 
the Roman empire in Afia, in Chapter VIII and IX 
we conjecture that they foretel the conqueft of die 
Eaftern Empire by the Afiatic powers, for fo they 
appear to do by their emblematical and figurative 
expreffions; and we fliall make our remarks upon, 
them before we animadvert on the different 
chapters. 

We 
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Wc find that Juftin, the nephew of Juftiniait, 
fucceeded his father, Nov. 15, A. D. 565*, that 
he took upon himfelf the Confulfhip f Jan. t, 
A, D. 566, which had been extinguilhed by Juf- 
tinian, A. D. 541, that Rome was at peace with 
Perfia, and that the provinces in Afia, with the 
fortifications of Dara, &c. were in the poffeflion of 
the Romans; 

The firft great event that occurred was the war 
between the Perfians under Chofroes II. and the 
Romans, which began by the former taking Dara, 
Merdin, and the fortifications, and by the conqueft 
of Syria, and capture of Antioch, A. D. 611 
and afterwards Paleftine, Egypt, and Afia Minor; 
by which the Sovereigns of Perfia accomplilhed 
their hopes of re-eftablilhing the kingdom of Cy¬ 
rus, after a conteft of about 800 years. 

As Daniel finilhes his eleventh chapter with 
“ Yet he fhall come to his end,” we confider this 
event as the fulfilling of the prophecy under the 2d 
vial, by the lofs of the Eaftern provinces, which 
were never after recovered by the Romans, or only 
partially; and by which the churches in Afia found 
a new mafter under a Perfian Sovereign, pro¬ 
filing the Magian Religion. This event wc

there- 
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therefore fuppofe applicable to the prophecies in the 
fecond and third chapters, and the more lo, as the 
eighth and ninth feem to relate to the rife of other 
powers in Afia, namely, the Saracens, the Bowides, 
the Turks, &c. which Hiftory tells us, conquered 
and governed Perfia. The Apocalypfe has no 
reference to the Revolution in Perfia 5 yet with re- 
fpeft to Eaftern Rome, it certainly has: for all 
the calamities it fuffered, to its final foil, are de- 
fcribed in it. 


CHAP. VIII, 


We conceive alludes to the troubles which ex- 
ifted while Perfia* remained under the Saracens, or 
the Empire of the Caliphs, for 304 years, to its total 
faH in 933 j during which time, the Magian religion 
was fupplanted by Mahometifm. The innume¬ 
rable occurrences which Hiftory furnifhes during 
this period, render it impolfible to apply any to the 
particular found of the trumpets. We therefore 
lhall fuppofe it to allude to the invafion of the 
Arabs in Afia, Africa, and Europe, and to the fieges 
ofConftantinople: Perhaps the 8th verfe, “A great

moun 
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mountain burning with fire was caft into the lea*,” 
may allude to the Greek or artificial fire at the 
firft fiege of Conftantinople. 


CHAP. IX. 

This chapter begins with opening the bottomlels 
pit, from whence we have already remarked, the 
greateft evils are to fpring: And the conclufion 
of the laft chapter, * c Woe, woe, woe, to the in¬ 
habited of the earth, by reafon of the other 
voices of the trumpet of the three angels which are 
yet to found j” marks the heavy calamities which 
are to follow. 

Verle 3. “ And there came out of the fmoke 
locufts upon the earth; and unto them was given 
power, as the fcorpions of the earth have power. 

Verfe 4. “ And it was commanded them that they 
fhould not hurt the grafs of the earth, neither any 
green thing, neither any tree; but only thole men 
which have not the feal of God in their foreheads.

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' Verfe 5. * c And to them it was given that they 
fliould not kill them, but that they fhould be tor¬ 
mented five months.” 

In the language of prophecy, five months arecon- 
fidered to be equal to 150 years. In the Hiftory of 
.the final conqueft of Perfia by the Bedoweens, 
A. D. 1062, we read * that “ Abufaid, and his Ion 
Abu Taher, were called to the prophetic offices 
of Imams, by the voice of God, and the people, 
who in the city of Cufa, and other countries, had 
been converted to the doftrine of Carmath, an 
Arabian preacher, who ftyled himlelf the Herald of 
the Meffiah, who had converfed with him in a hu¬ 
man fliape, and the reprefentative of Mohammed 
the fonofAlif, of St. John the Baptift, and of the 
angel Gabriel. That in his myftic volume the pre- 
"cepts of the Koran were refined to a more fpiritual 
fenfe : and that thefe rebellious Imams could mufter 
107000 fanatics. 

' That after his death his twelve Apoftles difperied 
themfelves among the Bedoweens, “a race of men”, 
fays Abulfeda, “ equally devoid of reafon and religi¬ 
on.” Abu Said and his fon Abu Taher, between 900 
and 929, continued their conquefts until they pillaged 
Mecca; the wellof Zemzem overflowed with blood, 
the veil of the Caaba $ was divided among thefe

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impious fe&aries $ and the black ftone, the lirft 
monument of die nation, was borne away in tri¬ 
umph to their capital. 

A general revolt of the provinces in different 
parts of the Saracen empire took place, by the 
Viceroys or Governors, from A. D. 800, to A. D. 
936, during which period the daughter of the 
Mahometans muft have been very great. 

We conjecture this as a fufficient proof, that the 
three verfes, viz. 3, 4, and 5, allude to this period } 
for, although Syria and Egypt were twice dif- 
membered by their Turkilh Oaves of the race of 
Toulun and Ikfhid*, we do not read of any fuf- 
ferings of the Chriftians: So that this part of the 
prophecy is fb far fulfilled, by killing thofe who had 
not the mark of God in their forehead: As the 
war arofe from the herefy in the religion of Maho¬ 
met. 


The firft great battle recorded in hiftory was in 
the year 900. If we are permitted to ftate 
the date of the entrance of the Bedoweens into Sy¬ 
ria, in A. D. 91Z, it will enable us to account from 
that period to the capture of Conftantinople by the 
Turks.

Verfe 12. "One woe is paft, and behold there 
come two woes more hereafter, viz.” 

I. The invafion and conqueft of Perfia and of 
Afia Minor by the Turks. 

II. The capture of Conftantinople.

Verfe 14. “ Loofe the four angels which are 
bound in the great river Euphrates. 

15. “ And the four angels were loofed, which 
were prepared for an hour, and a day, and a month, 
and a year, for to flay the third part of men.” 

17. «* And the heads of the horfes were as the 
heads of lions: and out of their mouths ifliied fire, 
and finoke and brimftone. 

18. ** By thefe three was the third part of men 
killed, by the fire, and by the fmoke, and by the 
brimftone.” 

We conceive ver. 15. to deferibe an empire, 
which was to arife for the completion of a 
particular event at a given time, and at the end of 
391 years.

Arflan, the valiant lion, &c. and the fuccelTor of 
Togrul, difplayed the fiercenefs and generofity of 
the royal animal. He pafied the Euphrates, A. D #

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may therefore; infer, that this war began m 1062, 
or upon, the inveftiture of Togrul. 

In fupport of this we may ftate four conje&ures: 

I. That the empire of the Turks, reprefented 
under four angels, arofe out of three powers, viz.• 
the Perfian, Chagan, and Saracen. 

II. That the lion, was the appellation given 
to the Sultan of the Turks. 

III. That the ule of gunpowder* is repre¬ 
fented under the figurative exprdfions — fire, 
fmoke, and brimftone. 

IV. That the refult of our periods account for 
the fpace of time which elapfed previoufly to the cap¬ 
ture of Conftantinople, viz.

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We therefore conclude that the whole of this 
chapter relates to the fulfilling of what we have 
Hated to foil under the fecond vial. 

In the i ith chapter, verfe 2. “ But the Court 

which is without the temple leave out, and meafure 
not; for it is given unto the Gentiles j and the holy 
city fhall they tread under foot forty and two 
months.” “The court”,wc interpret to refer to the 
Roman dominions in Afiaj and "the city” to allude 
to Antioch. This being the city where the difciples 
were firft named Chriftians*: And from the words 
“leave out” we infer, that the remaining prophecies 
in Revelation are not to be conftrued to al¬ 
lude to Afia. We fhall therefore proceed todraw 
our conclufion refpe&ing the completion of this 
prophecy, with regard to the Roman provinces be¬ 
tween the feas. 

Daniel, Chap. 8, Verfe 13. “ How long fhall 

be the vifion concerning the daily fecrifice, and the 
tranfgreffion of defolation, to give both the fan&u- 
ary and the hoft to be trodden under foot ? 

Verfe 14. The anfwer. “ Unto two thoufond and 
three hundred days”.

The three times in Daniel, Chap. 12, plainly de* 
monftrate that the prophecies will be fulfilled at 
three different periods; and that the. prophecy of 
2,300 years concerning the abolition of the daily 
facrifice, of courfemuft end at the period of 1335. 

Chap. 16, Verfe 2. “ And the firft went, and 
poured out his vial upon the earth j and there fell a 
noifome and grievous fore upon the men which 
had the mark of the beaft, and upon them which 
worlhipped his image. 

Verfe 3. “ And the fecond angel poured out 
his vial upon the feaj and it became as the blood 

of 
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of a dead man: ond every living foul died in die 
lea. 

Verfe 4. “ And the third angel poured out 

his vial upon the rivers and fountains of waters \ 
and they became blood.” 

Verfe 8. * c And the fourth angel poured out 
his vial upon the fun j and power was given unto 
him to fcorch men with fire.”

his vial upon the feat of the beaft j and his king¬ 
dom was full of darknefs, and they gnawed their 
tongues for pain.”

We therefore conclude that the different dates 
apply to each of the firft three vials, and to their 
correfponding ones, viz. the 4th 5th and 6th. 

Therefore if we add 1260 years to the time of 
pouring out any of the firft three vials, it will fur- 
nilh us with the year in which it will end.

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And if we add the date that is in fucceffion, with 
die correfponding vial, to the pouring forth of the 
firft vial, the refult will agree with the year found 
by the firft pofition. 

And if we fubtra<ft the years before Chrift that 
the Daily Sacrifice was taken away from 2,300, 
this will give us the year when the wonders are 
to finilh.

We 
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WE come now to treat of the prophecies on the 
Roman empire in Europe, to which, we have al¬ 
ready remarked, the future prophecies are con¬ 
fined. Since we have no prediction in Daniel 
which can enable us to afcertain how the beaft,that he 
has mentioned, and that rofe out of the earth, is to bp 
deftroyed, and fince Divine Providence has hither¬ 
to foretold the Powers which would be made ufe of 
on Earth to fulfil his will; and as Daniel, chap. 
II. has given us the ftate of the Powers that were 
to arife at a given period, we fhall conclude, that 
chap. VI. in the Revelation, defcribes thefc Pow¬ 
ers which are to deftroy the bealt, and which are 
to exift during the pleafure of the Almighty.

In Chapter 19, which maybe called the con- 
clufion, there are lome verfes which are ftrikingly 
applicable to this Empire. 

Verfe 11. " Behold a white horfe, and in 

righteoufnefs doth he make war,” in fupport of the 
Greek Church. In the Manifefto of the Emprefs, 
on the conqueft of Warfaw, Ihe reproaches the re¬ 
bels in thefe words, “ You fhould not have attacked 
thefe people, they were Greeks.” 

Verfe 12. “ And on his head were many 

crowns.” This may be an allulion to Ruffia ; fee 
the titles in the frontilpiece, which exceed thofe 
of Tamerlane, who boafted of having twenty- 
fix. “ And he had a name written that no 
man knew but himfelf.” This may either 
allude to the Title Tzar and Autocrator, or to 
the Language, which is fcarcely known, in Europe, 
out of the extenfive northern countries of Ruffia 
and Poland.

From that memorable ASra, two maxims of 
public Jurifprudence were introduced by force, and 
ratified by time. 

I. That the Prince who was eleCted in the 
German Diet, acquired from that inftant the fub- 
jedt kingdoms of Italy and Rome.

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II. But that he might not legally affume the 
Titles of Emperor, and Auguftus, till he had 
received the Crown from tht hands of the Roman 
pontiff. 

We therefore conceive the word, ** red,” to 
denote a Sovereignty inferior to that of an he¬ 
reditary Emperor; by being ele&ive among the 
Princes in Germany. Since it is the country 
where military Tactics have been more ftudied, 
and from whence the other States have acquired 
their fkill in that Science : and as it has been hi¬ 
therto involved in continual wars, it may fairly 
be prefumed that the latter part of the verfe par¬ 
ticularly applies to this Empire.

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mcnt to defray the funeral expenccs of a king 
whom his antimonarchical fubjefts had murdered; 
befides there is no other empire in Europe to 
which the figurative expreflions in the verfe can 
apply. 


CHAP. XI. 

We agree with former writers that the two. 
witnefles, are the Old and New Teftament j for we 
have no other prophecies to which a Chriftian can 
refer. Befides, this chapter is only an elucidation of 
Dan. chap. 7. ver. 25. becaufe it fhews that the 
fufferings of the Goipel would be general oyer the 
then known part of Europe. Viz. “ They ihall 
prophecy a thoufand two hundred and fixty days 
in fackcloth.” We read of the blue and green fac¬ 
tions in the Greek, and of the idolatry in the Latin 
churches, and of various herefies, fchifms, and fec- 
taries which exifted at the time this date commen¬ 
ced j and particularly of the Emperor* who died a 
heretic*. And as in the next chapter it is declared 
that the Goipel fled into the wildernefs, we may con¬ 
clude that idolatry is increafed, and that it may be 
faid the witnefles barely exifted.

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Daniel has foretold that an Empire would arifc 
out of the Earth. In ver. 7, we have another 
Empire. 

Verfc 7. And when they are * finilhing their 
teftimonies, “ The beajl that ajcendetb out of the 
bottomlefs pit, fhall make war againft them, and 
Ihall overcome them, and kill them.” 

Verfc 11. "And after'three days and a half (three 
years and a half) the fpirit of life from God en¬ 
tered into them j and they flood upon their feet; 
and great fear fell upon them that faw them.” 

Verfc 13. ** And the fame hour there was a 
great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city 
fell.” 

The word " afcendeth,” we conceive alludes to 
the killing of the witnefies, (that is the difiemina- 
tion of Antichriftian do&rines, the banilhment of 
the priefts, and the dethronement of the King) 
which took place prior to the firft year of the 
French Republic, in A. D. 1792.—Sept.' 22.

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• CHAP. XII. 

Verfe 3. “ And behold a great red dragon, 
having feven heads, and ten horns, and feven 
crowns upon his heads.” 

Here we have a reprefentation of the Roman 
Empire, after the three Kings were fubdued, (as 
foretold by Daniel,) this was in the reign of Jufti- 
nian. By the word “ dragon” is meant the 
abomination which would enfue on the rife of 
the Beaft out of the earth, as exprefled by “ and 
his tail drew the third part of the ftars of Heaven.” 
That is one-third of the Roman empire. The 
fam e might be faid of the extent of France, A. D. 
536 . 

Verfe 14. “ And to the woman were given 
two wings of a great eagle, that Ihe might fly into 
the wildernefs, into her place where Ihe is nou- 
rifhed for a time, times, and half a time, from 
the face of the ferpent.” 

The word " woman” we conceive alludes to the 
Golpel of Chrift. 

** Two 
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« Two wings of a great eagle.” is an evident 
aHufion to the Greek church, which was the eftab- 
fifhed religion of Conftantinople: and not to the 
Roman church: becaufe the word “ great” can¬ 
not properly apply to Rome, which at that time 
was only the fecond city in the Empire. 

" Wildernefs” beyond the Danube, is an ex- 
preffion ufed by Gibbon, and, probably, he may 
have met with it in fome old latin author. 

We read that the barbarians with Attila, were, in 
general, converted to the Chriftian Religion, or, at 
leaft, many of them, and that his palace * was leated 
between the Danube, the Teyls, and the Car¬ 
pathian hills, in the plains of Upper Hungary, 
it might therefore be fuppofed that even in his 
reign, fome miflionaries would have refbrted to 
that country from Conftantinople; but if not at 
this period, they did foon after, as the communi¬ 
cation with that city became more frequent.

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In one of thfc notes to chap. 6 . it is ftated, 
that the kingdom of Kiow was peopled by a colony 
ofHuns, that the capital city was no great dis¬ 
tance from the mountains, and that the Sovereigns 
of that part of Ruffia were firft converted. For 
Photius, congratulates the Greek church on the 
converfion of the Ruffians, A. D. 864 f. And Gib¬ 
bon further remarks, that a Greek bifhop, with the 
name of Metropolitan , might adminifter the facra- 
nients in the church of Kiow, to a congregation of 
Haves and natives J. But the feed of the Gofpel was 
fown on a barren foil : (here is a Metropolitan in 
a wildernefs.) The word "nourifhed,” we read, as 
applying ftrongly to “ time, times, and half time,” 
and pointing out the place of the flight of the 
Gofpel, and where it will be found. 


CHAP- XIII. 


In this chapter we find a full defcription of the 
Beaft, which was only mentioned before in chap, xi, 
v. 7. The words ct leopard, bear; and lion”, are ufed 
in a figurative fenfe to defcribe the Roman empire, 
and the expreffions, “ ten horns, with ten crowns”, 
mark the period in which the beaft mentioned in

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this chapter is to arife. ' “ And I law one of 
his heads wounded to death.” This we con-, 
ceive applies to the firft aera of the Roman empire*, 
to A. R. 666, when Marius made himfelf matter 
of the city, and declared himfelf and Cinna, con- 
fuls, without even the form of affembling the 
Comitia. And in A. R. 671, Sylla is conftituted- 
perpetual diftator. “ And his deadly wound was 
healed.” The eleftion of the Juftinian Emperors 
by the Comitia. “ And the dragon gave him his 
power.” The revival of fa&ion, party, rebellion. 
See. in church and ttate j and all the other evils which 
were co-eval with the foundation of Rome. 
Ver. 5, “ And there was given unto him a mouth 
Ipeaking blafphemies.” ** And power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two months.” 
This implies that the power of the beaft and dragon 
would continue forty and two months. 

Verfe 9. “ If any man have an ear let him hear.” 

This is a ftrong exhortation to the reader. 
And the following verles arc deferiptive of the 
different circumftances which are to happen to 
mark the empire j and this empire we conceive to 
be France. 

• Eleftive monarchy, and republican government.

Here is the patience 
and the faith of the faints.

Verlc 12, <* And he exercifeth all the power of 
the firft beaft before him, and caufeth the earth, 
and them which dwell therein, to worlhip the firft 
beaft, whofe deadly wound was healed. 

Verfe 13. “ And he doth great wonders, lo that 

he maketh fire come down from heaven on the 
earth, in the fight of men. 

Verfe 14. ** Anddeceiveth them that dwell on 
the earth, by the means of thofe miracles, which he 
had power to do in the fight of the beaft, faying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that they Ihould make 
an image to the beaft, which had the wound by a 
fword, and did live. 

Verfe 15. “ And he had power to give life 

unto the image of the beaft, that the image of the 
beaft Ihould both fpeak, and caufe that as many 

as 
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as would not worlhip the image of the beaft Iheuld 
be killed, 

Verle 16. “ And he caufeth all, both fmall 
and great, rich and poor, free and bond, to receive 
a mark in their right hand, or in their forehead. 

Verle 17. “ And that no man might buy or 

fell, lave he that had the mark, or the name of 
the beaft, or the number of his name. 

Verfe 18. “ Here is wifdom, let him that 
hath underftanding count the number of the beaft, 
for it is the number of a man j and his number is fix 
hundred three fcore and fix.” 

In Gibbons hiftory, we read, that Clovis, 
the king of the Franks, the narrow limits 
of whofe kingdom were confined to the Ifiand of 
the Batavians, with the ancient dioceles of Tournay 
and Arras, conquered three kings, viz. * Syagrius, 
the King of the Alemanni, and Gundobald. 

This agrees with the Prophecy of Daniel— 
“And he lhall fubdue three kings j” alfo with ver. n, 
" And I beheld another beaft coming up.” It is 
very remarkable that the extent of the dominions 
of the fucceffors of Clovis, at the time the king-

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dom was declared independent of the Roman Em¬ 
pire, in A, D. 536, was nearly the fame as the do¬ 
minions now fubjeft to the Government of France. 
The original Government was Monarchical, out of 
which fprung two others, correfponding with Yerfe 
11, “And he had two horns,” viz. 


elective monarchy, 

AND 

REPUBLIC. 

“ The Iamb and the dragon.” The latter repre- 
ferrts the evils committed in the different ftages du¬ 
ring the two apras. The former is an emblem 
of their profeffions that all their actions were for 
die happinefs of mankind. » 

The mode of government adopted on the late 
Revolution in France, bears, certainly, a very (hi¬ 
king likenefs to that of Rome, at the period here¬ 
after mentioned. The French have befides en¬ 
deavoured to eftablifh the fame fyftem univerfally. 
And moreover have fulfilled the prophecy in chap. 

xi. 
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xi. v. 7, by killing the witnefies: and the words of 
Daniel, in chap, vii, v. 25, “ And he fhall fpeak 
great words againft the Moft High, and fhall wear 
out the Saints of the Moft High, and think to 
change times and laws: And they fhall be given 
into his hand, until a time, and times, and the di¬ 
viding of time.” And after committing the above 
atrocities, they formed a New Calendar, and have 
been for fome time endeavouring to form a Con- 
Jlitution. Now to the declaration of Our Saviour 
in Matthew, chap. xxiv. verfe 15, "When ye 
therefore fhall fee the abomination of defolation, 
fpoken of by Daniel the prophet, ftand in 
the holy Place.” which may be faid to be ful¬ 
filled by the clamours of the French people, viz. 
*No more altars ! no more priefts ! no other God 
but the God of Nature!!! and by their requeft to the 
Conventionthat the church of Notre Dame be chan¬ 
ged into a temple confecratcd to reafon and tiuth : 
and moreover by a grand f feftival dedicated to 
Reafon and Truth which was celebrated at the 
ci-devant cathedral at Paris. In the middle of this 
church was erefted a mount, and on it a very plain 
temple, the facade of which bore the following in- 
fcription: " A la Philojophie" The torch of truth

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was on the fumrait of the mount, upon the altar of 
reafon, ipreading light. The Convention and all 
the conftitutcd authorities affifted at the ceremony.

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The following will ferve as an elucidation. 
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i he reader will recoiled; that chapters 6, n, 12,13, relate to the occurrences which were to happen prior 
the rife of the- kingdom of God.

“Many fhall be purified, 
and made, white, and tried, but the wicked fhall do 
wickedly: and none of the wicked fhall underftand, 
but the wife fhall underftand." 

By this we are to underftand, that men will con¬ 
tinue to worfhip the image of the beaft; We have, 
therefore, extracted from Revelation, as a warn¬ 
ing to thofe, who are fupporters of republican doc¬ 
trines, die denunciation of the Almighty againft 
fuch perfons, in the hope of contributing to the 
decreafe, if not to the entire deftrudtion of their 
evil practices.

Chip. xx. v?r. 4 “ And. I faw thrones, and 
they fat upon them, and judgment was given unto 
them: and I faw the fouls of them that were be¬ 
headed for the witnefs of Jefus, and for the word 
of<jiod, and which had not worfhipped the beaft 
neither his image, neither had received his mark 
upon their foreheads, or in their hands, and they 
lived and reigned with Chrift a thoufand years.* 


CHAP. XVII and XVIII. 

IN the firft of thefe chapters we have two figu¬ 
rative expreffions, viz. “ whore” and “ woman i” 
and in the laft verfe of the fame chapter, we are 
told that * woman’ is the reprefentative of that great 
city : it may therefore be prefumed that thefe 
chapters allude to two cities, the .defcnption of 
which is given in both, together with the diftinft 
punifhments allotted to each. The emblematical 
expreflion, " fcarlet coloured beaft with ten horns” 
which has hitherto been confidered as defcrlptive 
of the Roman Empire, points out the fituation of 
thefe cities. 

« And 
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f e AndI few a woman fit upon a fcarlet coloured 
beaft, full of names of blafphemy,” verfe 3. This 
we take to imply, that Chriftianity, with all the 
heinous enormities, which had been introduced Into 
it, was the eftablifhed religion of a city j and die 
epithet “fcarlet” may be faid to refer to Rome, 
which was then degraded to the fecond rank, in 
eonfequence of the feat of government having been 
removed to Conftantinople. 

Verfe 4. “ And the woman was arrayed in 
purple.” This pafiage not only denotes the feat of 
government, but alfo implies that the office of Su¬ 
preme Pontiff had been united to the Imperial 
dignity, as is evident by the word "fcarlet.” in 
the fame fentence. It is well known that Conftan¬ 
tinople was founded by Conftantine the Great, 
who brought about thefe two great events. 

The words " forehead,” “myftery,” may denote, 
that in the beginning the foundations of Conftantino¬ 
ple were laid in eonfequence of a vifion *. And the 
expreffion “ Babylon the Great,” may be faid to ; 
point out the vanity of the founder, and to repre-

In purfuance of our former fuggeftion, that the 
expreflion * { WhforeJ** Was‘the’ TCprefentative df 
2 ' city, and that the punifhments to which Ihe 
was devoted, were tb be effetted by ten kings: 
We /hall conclude that the 12 th and 17th 
verfes allude to Rome. The firft circumftance 
that was inftrumental towards making her defo¬ 
late was the rife of France, A. D. 566. Then fol- 
loWed the conqueft of Charlemagne, and the eftab- 
lilhment of the Empire of the Weft in the 
Princes of Germany. A variety of occurrences 
have fince fallen'out to deprefs her in fuch a 
manner, fo as to render her fcafce worthy die 
appellation of a Hate. Other events moft pro¬ 
bably will happen in order to annihilate even her 
exiftence as a ftate in Europe. This annihilation 
we are ftrongly inclined to think will occur in 
1796. 

Ver/e 18. “ And the woman which’thou faweft, 
is that great city which reigneth over the kings 
of the earth.” 

The word “great” mull neceflarily refer to 
chap. xvii. ver. 5. This is confirmed by ver. a, in 
the following chapter, viz. " Babylon the Great is 
fallen, is fallen.”

Here we, have 
a ftrong allufion to the vifion, in confequence 
of which, the everlafting foundations of Co 
ftantinople were laid. . ... ^. 


The 18th chapter bears fuch. ample teftiipony 
of the great commercial advantages * which arple 
from the fituation of Conftantinople as renders it 
impoffible for the expreffion, “ Babylp.n th^ 
Great,” to be applied to Rome or any other 
city in the Roman Empire. The following verfc 
corroborates our hypothefis.
